That it fhall and may be lawful 
to and for the refpeftive Courts at Dublin , and the Courts of limited jurif- 
didtion in that part of the United’ Kingdom called Ireland , from whence 
any procefs iffued upon which aiiy fuch Debtor or Debtors was or .were 
committed, or where the procefs iffued out of any other Court, to and for 
'62 the Judges of the Court of King’s Bench, Common Pleas and Exchequer 
in Ireland or any one of them, from time to time upon the Petition of any 
fuch Debtor, or the Creditor or Creditors of fuch Debtor, complaining of 
any infufficiency, fraud, mifmanagement or other jmjfbehaviour, or any 
Affignee or Affignees of the Eftate or Effedrs of any fuch Debtor or Debtors,, 
to fumrnon all Parties concerned, and upon hearing the Parties concerned 
therein to make and give fuch orders and directions therein^ either for 
the removal or difplacing fuch Affignee or Aflignees, and appointing any 
new Affignee or Affigiiees in the place or ftead of fuch Affignee or Affignees 
fo to be removed or difplaced, and for the prudent, juft and equitable 
management or diftribution of the Eftate and Effedls of any filch Debtor 
for the benefit of the refpedtive Creditor, as the faid Courts or judges 
refpedtively fhall think fit ; and in cafe of the removal or difplacing of any 
Affignee or Affignees, and the appointing of any new Affignee or Affignees., 
the Eftate or Effedls of fuch Debtor or Debtors fhall from thenceforth be 
divefted out of the Affignee or Aflignees fo removed or difplaced, and be 
vefted in and delivered over to fuch new Affignee or Affignees, in the 
fame manner and for the fame intents and purpofes as the fame were 

63 before vefted in the. Affignee 'or Affignees fir ft chofen as aforefaid.; any 
.thing in this Ad contained to- the contrary notwithftanding. 

Provided always, and be it further Enabled, That in all cafes where Where mutual 
•mutual credit bath been given between any Debtor who fhall be difeharged ^redahas 
in purfuance of this Ad, and any' other Perfqn or Perfoiis, or Bodies Corpo- Balance ul 
rate or Politic, before the delivery of fuch Schedule or Inventory of the Eftate beftated. 
and Effedls of fuch Debtor or Debtors upon Oath as aforefaid, the refpedtive 
Affignee or Affignees of fuch Debtor or Debtors is and are hereby authorized 
' and required on his and their parts to ftate and allow an Account between 
them and the other party or parties concerned, and nothing more fhall be 
•deemed to be vefted in fuch Clerk of the Peace or Town Clerk or other 
Officer acting as Clerk of the Peace, or luch Affignee or Affignees as 
aforefaid, as the Eftate or Effeds of fuch Debtor or Debtors, than what 
fhall appear to be juftly due to him, her or them refpedtively, as and for 
the balance of fuch Account when truly ftated. 

AND whereas many Pqrfons are often committed by the Courts of Law ^ rfo ^ s / or 
and Equity for contempts tor not paying Money ordered or awarded to be Glomes 
paid, and alfo for not paying of Cofts duly and regularly taxed and allowed awarded, 

64 by the proper Officer, after proper Demands made for that purpofe, and eiititled^to 
alfo upon the Writ of excommunicato capiendo or other procefs, for or the bench: of 
grounded on the nonpayment of Money, Cofts or Expences, in fome this Aa - 

' -caufe or proceeding in fome Ecclefiaftical Court, or for contempt to fuch 
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Court relating thereto-; IT is hereby Declared and Enafled, That all fch 
perfons are and lhall be entitled to the benefit of this AS, on and iubjeft 
to the fame Terms, Conditions, and Reftnflions as are herein exprefled 
and declared with refpeS to Prifonevs for Debt only. 

AND whereas a great number of poor People have been and are now 
imnrifoned for Debt upon proeeffes iffumg out of Courts of Confcience, IT is 
he eby Enafled and Declared, That all fuch Pnfoners fhall be entitled to 
have the benefit of this AS, and be difeharged under the lame provided he, 
fhe or they conform to the chre&ions hereinbefore preknbed touching 
other Prifoners who fhall be difeharged by virtue of this Adt. 



Provided always, and be it farther Enacted, That no Perfon who fcall 
have taken the benefit of any Aft heretofore paffed for the relief of 
infolvent Debtors within the fpace of five years laft paft, fhall have 01 

receive anv benefit or advantage of or under this AS, nor be deemed to 

be within 'the intent and meaning thereof fo as to be difeharged under the 
fame ; any thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary thereof notwith, 
{landing. 

And be it further Enafted, That in all cafes wherein by this Aft an 6 j 
Oath is required, the folemn Affirmation of any perlon being a Quaker 
flrall and may be accepted and taken in lieu thereof, aiid every perfon 
making fuch Affirmation, who fhall be conviaed of wilful and falfe Affirm- 
ation, fliall incur and fuffer fuch and the fame penalties as are infixed 
and impofed by this Aft upon perlons conviSed of wilful and corrupt 
perjury. 

And be it further Enafted, That in all cafes whatfoever the Infolvent, 
upon his releafing anv intereft he or lire may have m the rehduum ot his 
or her Eftate, (hall and may be admitted as a good and efficient witnels 
in any Aftion or Caufe to be inftituted by his or her Affignee or Allignees, 
for the recovery of any Debts due to the faid Infolvent, in the fame manner 
as a Bankrupt may after obtaining his Certificate. 
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
